Explain’d in my laft, what I mean 
by the Exhortation to the Difenters, 
to be Content; 1 think the Reafons 
drawn from comparing their prefent Li- 
berty, with the precarious Condition of 
their Circumftances in the recent Ages of 
the Reformation, very, juft. If looking 
back on the want of our Enjoyments, will 
not move us to value and be thankful for 
them, when we have them, no humane 
Arguments can do it. . 
But we have fome People, who by conti- 
nual poring upon the Advantages and Blef- 
{ings they want, or rather wou'd have, grow 
blind to thofe that they enjoy. Thefeare 
like the Difciples, who expeéted our Sa- 
viour fhould have reftor’d the temporal King- 
dom to ifrael, and were tadned and di- 
fiu b’d at the Lofs and Difappointment in 
that little and ill-grounded Expeétation 
under the Glorious Dilpenfation of Man- 


kind’s Redemption. 


What fhall we fay to thofe People, that, 
becaufe the few things which remain, are 
not yet brought to pafs, look upon all that 
they Enjoy with Eyes of Diffatisfaéton and 
Uneafynefs ; having neither Patience to 
wait the Work, which has been thus far 
done, in fhorter time than could be hop’d 
for ; nor Eyes te fee, or Senfeto value the 
Mercies they Enjoy, by continually poring 
upon thofe they want ? 

Let thefe People be who they will, for 
I value not Diftinétions, in this Cafe I 
muft deal very plainly with them, and tell 
them ; 

1. They difhonour the Difenters inGe- 
neral, and Difgrace the whole Body ; 
too much confirming that {candalous Re- 
proach of their Enemies, That they are as 
unfatisfied reftlefs Party, that will be con- 
tent with eal # and upon this fuppofed 
Foundation, infinite Slandessare raifed up-

on the Difenters in Genetal, and a feem- 
ing Mask made for the Enemies of the Pro- 
teftant Religion, to difguife their Eter- 
nal Endeavours to divide us, and foment 
Jealoufiesamong us. neh 
~ Pray, Gentlemen, let us go and in 
hand back a little to the Days of King 
Charles the Second, and tell us, if a:Man 
had come to you under the Weight of your 
Affiidtions, under your Five-mile-A@s, U- 
niformity-Laws, Et cetera-Oaths, Perfecu- 
tion-Preclamations, under your Excom- 
munications; pulling down Meetiag-houles, 
Fines, Imprifonments, and the like ; and 
faid, well, Brethres, 1 know not what to 
fay to you, if it was otherwife, yeu would 
not be contented 3 if you had a Liberty. of 
Worfhip by A&: of Parliament, if the 
Church fhou’d come up to your Religious 
Demands, you would be ftill the fame Men; 
you would be as difeontented for your Ci- 
vil Demands; and unlefs every thing was 
done, you could think of, you would ne- 
‘ver be ealy; what would you have faid in 
fych a Cafe? Would you not have been 
ready to fay withthe Text, Js thy Servant 
Doge &ee 

Now, Gentlemen, we have a Legal To- 
leration, what ‘bas been our Continued 
Difcontent ever fince that? I will not fay 
there have been fome aniong us too warm, 
at pufhing their Privileges to the Extent; 
but I muft fay, there are among us too 
‘Many, that do not putadue value upon 
this Liberty; that too much forget che 
Time when they wanted it, that forget the 
Vows of their AfffiGtions; and think their 
Title to more, excufes their Unthankfulnefs 
for what they beve. 

The b:ft and moft juftinable Ground of 
our Uneafinefs, fince we have been under 
the Legal Settlement of a Parliamentary 
Toteration, is and muft be, or / fbad be at a 
lefs-to find is, ourjuft Apprebeafions of a 
Party, who declar’d their Refotutions, if 
pothiblero repeat and diffolve it; who waited 
for 4n Opportunity to comé to the Spoil ; 
and having in che former Reigns morecr 
lefs cuin’d, impoverifh’d, or injur’d above 
feventy thoufund Familics.of the Difenters, 
wanted to be embark’d in the fame Dri. 
gooving Employment again. : 
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When we were opprefs’d with thefe Ap- 


what did we fay to one another in our 
Difcourfes ; What was it we with’d for ? 
Did we not fill our felves with Fears of 
perfecuting Laws pafling under the Co 
ver of preventing Hypocrify? Did we not 
fee the Party bent to firaighten and re- 
duce us, and were not the Encreafes of 


their Number and Power very formidable? 


Did not the leaving out the Declaration 
againft Perfecution, which made up the 
Preamble of the firft Bill againft Occafie- 
nal Conformity, ia thefe words, viz, Where- 
as Perfecution for Confcience-fake is contrary 
so the Principles of tbe Chriftian Religion, and 
to the Church of England 3 I fay, did not 
the leaving out this Declaration in the fub- 
fequent Bills juftly, alarm us, and fully 
fatisfy both the Difensers and alt the 
World, that the real Defign was to renew 
their Perfecutions and Harraflings of Dif- 
fenters ? and did not the barbarous Treat- 
ment of the Diffenters in Carolina, under 
the Party-Tyranny of thefame Men, and 
of which the World will fhortly fee the 
Particulars, give us us a fair Profpeét of 
their Defign? Did not the obftinate pur-. 
fait of this Cry againft the Difemters, and 
the renewing theit Attempts every Year, 
make us fometimes apt to defpair of be- 
ing able to refift, and often conclude, We 
foould one Day fall by she band of this Sanl ? 
Did we not fee the Noife of tne Churches 
Danger, very aptly.Call’d 4 Noife abous No- 
thing, exaQly Calculated to ftir up the Na- 
tion againft us,.and the -Party prompting 
Men to believe, that unlefS the Diffenters 
were Supprefs'd, the Church: cotild not 
ftand ; and that the Mob muft be brought 
upon us; fince the Government. could not ¢ 
and were we not jufly fill’d with Fears of 
our Approaching Deftrudlion, from the 
black Profpeé& of thefe things ? 

Under thefe Dark Apprehenftons, what 
was our Hope, what our Relief, what was 
"he frequent Wifhes we us’d to exprefs to one 
another? Was it not entirely the Confi- 
denceand Troft i# the Royal Word? How ofe 
ten hive we faid one to another, Well,-if 
Her Majefty will but keep her Promife with 
us, We are fafe enough? How often have 
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to 


our st Friends put that 
- One another What 

both Houfes fhould pafs this Bill ? Do you 
think the Queen will pafs it? 1 fhall not de 
cend to the many other things; the Fears 
_ Of very Honeft, Well-Meaning People fug- 
_ gefted to them on that occafion; when Ru- 
ine. and Deftru@ion were fo near in View, 
and there feem’d little to Intervene, but the 
bare Promife of the Prince, things we had 
- found in former Reigns, no great Encou-

: Under all thefe Doubts and Agonies of 
_ Mind, how often did we ufe to fay, tet them 
bur let us be Quiet, we ask nothing of them; 
let us but Enjoy the Toleratioa of our Re- 
ligion, we are fatisfi'd; let us but be af- 
 fur’d we fhall netbe Perfecuted, Harafs’d, 
ened Plunder’d, and we hhall be Coaten- 


I forbear to repeat the many Expreffions 
of the Satisfattions, and the Mode Terms, 
on which the Difenters always Declar’d 
they fhould be eaiie and fatisfi'd 3 becaufe, 
I hope, they will effe€tually difcover the 
Sincerity of their Thoughts then, by the 
Eafinefs and Satisfaétion of their Temper 
aod Minds, under the Enjoyment of the 
fulleft of their Defires. 

From thefe Retrofpeéts, let us Examine 
our prefent Circumftance 5 now, Gentlémen, 
your Wifhes aré Accomplifh’d, all you ho- 
ped for is come to pafS.; Her Majefty has 
punétually kept her Royal Promife with you, 
wad renew’d it upon all eccafions 5 ‘tis not 
the maintaiaing the Toleration only, but 
Her Mujefty has added 2 Term to it, that 
puts you into adegree of Safety beyoud 
your Expeétation. 

The Word INV{OLABLr, affures you, 
that Her Majeftly will fuffer no Invafions 
ufun your Religious Liberties ; that the 
Toleration hill have its full Exteat, fhall 
not be fubjeét to Conftraftive: Malice, and 
you fhall Enjoy not only what fome People 
call Toleration, but all that you can pfe- 
tend is Compris’d, or was iatended by 
Toleration; you are effetually fecur'd in 
the Poffeifion of this Liberty, and all the 
Efforts to Deftray or Abridge it, prave A- 
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bertive in the Conception, or mifcarry in 


wedoif the carrying oh. 


The Clamour rais’d of the Danger 
Charch is funk at once; the fuddsin bing 
room is blafted with the Royal Breath ; all 
the Defigns of bringing the Diffenters into 
the Noofe of Slander by it, and to render 
them Odious tothe Charck, and bring the 
Rabble into am opinion of their being Dea 
figning its Ruine, are Damn’d by Parlia- 
ment, Exploded by Proclamation, TheJa- 
nocent declar’d fo, aad fet free from the 
Biack Brand fixt upon them by thole Soas 
of Slander, who now hide their Heads, and 
being f Foolith a8 to Biribark the Queen, 
the Governmentand the Diffémers on one 
Plot together, they are alfo fo faint-hear- 
ted, as not to appear to the Charge, and 
now ab{cond from the Publick Juftice-of che 
Nation. 

What remains now, Gentiemea, but TO 
BE CONTENTED; that is, as I noted 
before, be Pieas’dand Thankful. 

The Queen, the Parliament, Lords Spi 
ritual and Temporal, Declaré you free 
from the Horrid Charge ; the Church is in 
no Danger from you, for fhe is in no Dan« 
ger at all See the Vote, heatken to 
the Voice of the whole Nation, Voted in 
Parliament, Proclaimn’d the Throne. 

efolved, “ By the Lords Spiritual and 
“ Temporal, and Commons in Parliamene 
“ Affembled, That the Church of England, 
$- as by Law Bftabtifh’d, which was Refou- 
*- ed from the Excremeft Danger by King

Ungrateful Proteftants 
of the Church are. they then, that flight 
that‘Deliverance, and blacken the Fame of 
their Deliverer. 

4 That the Church is now in 4 MOST 
SAFE Condition, a Clear Vindication of 
the: Diffenters, from the Scandalous Afper- 
fon of the Prefent Malecontent Party, 
who Reprefent the Church in Danger from 
the. Diffenters. 

‘2, Hereisa Difcriminating Charaéter of 
the Churches real Enemies, Declat’d by 
Queen, Lords, aod Commons, viz, Thole 
who Infinuate the Church’s Danger, when 
theré is really none at ail. 

3s ‘The Memorial, in all its Virulent 
Parts, is Declar’d a Malicjous and Sediti- 
ots Libel, as well where it Reproaches and 
Abufes the Diffenters, as theQueen and 
Government; it has run che Fate of the 
Hangman, and the Fire; and its Owners 
Ackdowledge their Guilt, in their Fear to 
own their Principles.
